Supervisor  Hongisto 
requested  that  the  following  inquiries  be  made:   If  the  task  force 
work  to  be  accomplished  for  these  projects  (including  architectural, 
engineering,  planning,  construction,  cost,  legal  and  other  technical 
analysis,  if  needed)  is  to  be  done  by  outside  consultants  at  a  cost 
to  the  City,  will  a  supplemental  appropriation  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  prior  to  any  work  being  accomplished  by  the 
outside  consulting  firm?   If  the  work  is  to  be  accomplished  by  City 
employees,  have  funds  for  this  been  included  in  the  budget? 

By  Supervisor  Hongisto.  that  the  City  Attorney  be  requested  to 
advise  what  possible  legislative  approaches  or  planning  controls  may 
be  undertaken  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  would  help  conserve 
existing  gas  station  auto  repair  facilities. 

By  Supervisor  Kennedy,  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  and  the  General  Manager  of  Municipal  Railway,  to  obtain 
a  clarification  of  the  present  policy  of  these  departments  with 
respect  to  the  placement  of  newspaper  racks  and  news  vendor  kiosks 
on  City  Streets,  particularly  on  those  parts  of  a  sidewalk  which  are 
part  of  a  bus  zone. 

By  Supervisor  Nelder.  that  a  letter  of  inquiry  be  sent  to  the 
Director  of  Planning  to  determine  why  the  Apostleship  of  the  Sea. 
which  has  played  an  important  part  in  San  Francisco's  maritime 
industry,  has  not  been  recommended  for  landmark  designation  by  the 
City  Planning  Commission  so  that  it  may  be  preserved  in  conjunction 
with  other  buildings  to  be  protected,  in  light  of  the  proposed 
rezoning  of  Rincon  Hill  that  would  allow  high  density  development. 

By  Supervisor  Nelder,  that  a  letter  of  inquiry  be  sent  to  the  General 
Manager  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  to  determine  whether 
recent  allegations  of  an  extremely  large  rat  population  at  the  San 
Francisco  Zoo  are  correct  and.  if  so.  what  steps  are  being  taken  to 
abate  this  problem.

By  Supervisor  Renne.  that  a  letter  of  inquiry  be  sent  to  the  Director 
of  Public  Works  to  determine  what  traffic  actions,  like  sign-posting 
for  motorists,  have  been  taken  in  the  North  of  Market  Rehabilitation 
Assistance  Program  area  for  the  protection  of  the  increasing  number 
of  small  children  in  the  area. 
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By  Supervisor  Renne,  that  a  letter  of  inquiry  be  sent  to  the  Director 
of  Purchasing  to  determine  (a)  how  much  money  is  spent  by  various 
city  departments  on  chemicals  for  water  treatment,  (b)  whether  this 
information  is  a  matter  of  public  record,  and  (c)  what  is  the  bid 
procedure  therefor.

combat  that;  what  occasions,  if  any,  have  there  been  now  that  one 
part  per  million  added  to  or  found  in  any  City  water  since  1952;  and 
what  procedure  is  followed  to  check  sludge  in  pipes  for  fluoride 
deposits . 
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By  Supervisor  Nelder.  that  the  City  Attorney  be  requested  to  submit 
a  summary  of  legal  cases  decided  on  the  constitutionality  of  forcing 
people  to  drink  fluoride. 

By  Supervisor  Nelder,  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  General  Manager. 
Municipal  Railway,  inquiring  what  can  be  done  about  problems 
encountered  by  MUNI  passengers  at  the  corner  of  La  Playa  and  Balboa 
Streets  where  the  white  bus  zone  is  not  visible  and  people  have  begun 
parking  their  cars  in  that  zone.   Also  there  has  been  some  problem 
with  buses  refusing  to  stop  to  picK  up  passengers  at  the  end  of  the 
Balboa  line.   Handicapped  or  disabled  persons  are  having  trouble 
boarding  buses  because  (1)  the  bus  is  not  able  to  get  to  the  curb 
because  of  vehicles  parked  in  the  loading  zone:  (2)  the  new  "low"

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By  Supervisors  Silver.  Britt  and  Hongisto.  that  the  City  Attorney  be 
requested  to  prepare  in  proper  form  legislation  calling  for  a 
statewide  policy  on  toxic  contamination. 

By  Supervisors  Walker.  Silver.  Ward  and  Kopp.  that  the  Director  of 
Health  be  requested  to  submit  the  results  of  his  investigation  of 
the  Emergency  Medical  Service,  specifically  the  plan  of  action  that 
he  refers  to  in  his  September  27  letter  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board, 
and  to  provide  the  Board  with  information  on  ambulance  response 
times,  as  soon  as  possible. 

By  Supervisor  Kopp.  that  a  letter  of  inquiry  be  sent  to  the  Chief 
Administrative  Officer  to  determine  what  he  plans  to  do  to  eliminate 
the  personnel  problems  of  the  Emergency  Medical  Service  reported  in 
the  October  14.  1984  edition  of  the  San  Francisco  Examiner,  and 
specifically  what  he  intends  to  do  to  expedite  the  response  time  in 
the  Lake  Merced  area  where  it  exceeds  the  safe  limit. 

By  Supervisor  Kopp,  that  a  letter  of  inquiry  be  sent  to  the  Chief 
Administrative  Officer,  to  obtain  justification  for  the  payment  of 
$90,000  to  the  Director  of  Health  when  40  percent  of  his  budgetary 
responsibility  has  been  removed. 

By  Supervisor  Silver,  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Health,  through  the  Mayor  and  the  Chief  Administrative 
Officer,  to  determine  whether  the  job  of  paramedic  on  emergency 
ambulances  is  over-stressed  and  whether  there  are  plans  for 
restructuring  the  job;  whether  complaints  of  lax  or  non-existent 
supervision  are  accurate  and  requesting  an  explanation  of  the 
supervision  system;  and  to  suggest  that  should  the  department  feel 
it  appropriate  perhaps  a  management  audit  by  the  Budget  Analyst 
could  be  conducted  if  internal  investigation  is  not  sufficient.   The 
Supervisor  requested  further  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  be 
provided  a  copy  of  the  letter  with  the  request  for  its  views  on 
restructuring  of  the  paramedic  position. 

By  Supervisor  Nelder.  that  a  letter  of  inquiry  be  sent  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  to  solicit  recommendations  on  the 
sections  into  which  the  city  should  be  divided  for  effective 
placement  of  a  chain  of  emergency  hospitals  throughout  the  city. 

By  Supervisor  Nelder,  that  a  letter  of  inquiry  be  sent  to  the  Real 
Estate  Department,  requesting  a  conference  between  that  department 
and  the  Director  of  Health  for  the  purpose  of  determining  what 
city-owned  locations  are  available  for  a  chain  of  emergency 
hospitals. 

By  Supervisor  Nelder,  that  the  City  Attorney  be  requested  to  prepare 
appropriate  legislation  requiring  the  labeling  of  all  foods  exposed 
to  gamma  radiation,  with  such  legislation  to  read:  "WHEREAS,  Certain 
foods  including  garlic,  onions,  potatoes,  herbs  and  spices  are  now 
being  exposed  to  gamma  radiation  by  ce6ium-137.  cobalt-60,  or  high 
energy  electron  beam  sources,  and  these  irradiated  foods  may  be 
among  the  produce  being  sold  to  consumers  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco;  now,  therefore,  be  it  RESOLVED,  That  any  and  all 
foods  exposed  to  gamma  radiation  from  any  source  which  are  placed  in 
the  stream  of  commerce  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
shall  be  clearly  labeled  by  the  statements  'Treated  or  Processed  with 
ionizing  radiation',  which  shall  appear  in  bold  typeface  on  the  label 
of  any  and  all  foods  sold  or  offered  for  sale  to  retail  consumers  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco." 
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By  Supervisor  Nelder,  that  the  City  Attorney  be  requested  to  prepare 
legislation  to  provide  for  conversion  of  a  vacant  city-owned  lot  at 
Bayshore  Boulevard  and  BlanKen  Streets  into  a  community  mini-parK. 

By  Supervisor  Silver,  that  a  letter  of  inquiry  be  sent  to  the 
Municipal  Railway  through  the  Mayor  and  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
concerning  the  deplorable  and  dangerous  condition  of  the  Forest 
Hills  Muni  Metro  Station,  noting  the  grimy  and  poorly  lit  condition 
of  the  temporary  stairway  and  lacK  of  handicap  access  to  the  inbound 
platform,  to  determine  what  is  being  done  to  remedy  these  problems 
and  why  there  has  been  delay  in  completion  of  the  reconstruction  of 
the  station. 

By  Supervisor  Kopp,  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  her  Honor,  the  Mayor, 
requesting  that  copies  of  any  and  all  written  agreements  reached 
with  the  Santa  Fe  Southern  Pacific  Company  on  Mission  Bay  be 
provided  to  the  Board  for  inclusion  in  its  files  on  the  subject. 

By  Supervisor  Nelder.  that  a  letter  of  inquiry  be  sent  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  placing 
"Do  Not  Litter"  signs  in  Spanish,  Chinese  and  English  at  Mason  and 
Filbert  Streets  and  other  areas  where  the  department  regularly 
receives  reports  that  garbage  and  litter  need  to  be  removed  and  to 
determine  whether  the  department  has  signs  for  this  purpose.   Should 
the  department  not  have  signs  for  this  purpose,  the  Supervisor 
inquires  whether  one  could  be  devised  which  could  read:  "This  is  our 
city.   Help  to  Keep  it  clean.   Please  don't  litter."  -  or  something 
to  that  effect. 

By  Supervisor  Nelder.  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  City  Attorney  to 
determine  whether  San  Francisco  has  joined  in  the  class  action  suit 
against  asbestos  manufacturers  to  recover  the  cost  of  removing 
deadly  asbestos  from  school  buildings,  as  clearance  to  join  the  suit 
has  been  given  by  United  States  District  Judge  James  McGirr  Kelly. 
If  the  City  has  not  joined  original  plaintiffs  Lancaster  Manheim 
Township  and  Lampeter-Strasberg  Districts  in  Pennsylvania,  the 
Supervisors  requests  that  the  City  Attorney  provide  an  explanation 
why  the  City  has  not  done  so. 

By  Supervisor  Nelder.  that  a  follow-up  letter  of  inquiry  be  sent  to 
the  Water  Department,  requesting  response  to  the  following  questions 
previously  requested  and  unanswered: 

What  is  the  Water  Department's  policy  and  procedure  for 
handling  consumers  complaints  concerning  giardiasis? 

When  was  the  policy/procedure  established  and  what  are  the 
subsequent  updatings? 

Were  Water  Quality  Division  employees  notified  or  furnished 
with  copies  of  the  procedure? 

If  the  answer  to  the  foregoing  question  is  "yes",  that  a  list 
of  the  employeee  who  were  notified  or  forwarded  copies  of  the 
procedure  be  submitted. 

Illustrate  a  specific  case  of  the  follow-up  in  chronological 
order  after  a  consumer  complaint  was  received  concerning 
giardiasis,  including  names  of  personnel  in  the  response. 

How  does  the  liason  work  with  the  City's  Bureau  of  Communicable 
Diseases?   When  was  the  liason  (if  any)  established? 
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What  training  has  been  provided  to  Water  Department  personnel 
in  handling  giardia  cases?   State  when  the  training  was 
provided  and  the  names  of  the  personnel  who  received  such 
training . 

Of  the  names  submitted  in  response  to  the  foregoing  question, 
specify  how  many  of  them  have  been  involved  in  investigating 
consumer  complaints,  including  the  names  of  the  personnel. 

By  Supervisor  WalKer.  that  a  letter  of  inquiry  be  sent  to  the  Police 

Commission,  through  the  Mayor,  to  determine  whether  it  is  true  that 

the  Commission  is  in  the  process  of  issuing  new  jitney  permits,  at 
no  cost . 

By  Supervisor  Walker,  that  the  City  Attorney  be  requested  to  advise 
whether  or  not  the  City  could  require  that  preferential  parking 
permits  be  issued  only  to  persons  with  automobiles  that  are 
registered  in  California  and/or  with  automobiles  registered  at  the 
appropriate  address  for  the  permit. 

Moment  in  Memory  of  Eugene  J.  Kelleher 

At  the  instance  of  Supervisor  Kopp,  the  Board  took  a  moment  to 
note  especially  the  death  of  Eugene  Kelleher  from  cancer.   Supervisor 
Kopp  stated  that  Mr.  Kelleher  was  a  28-year  member  of  the  Water 
Department  and  had  been  its  General  Manager  for  approximately  the 
last  eight  years.   He  was  conscientious,  always  sincere,  always 
dedicated  and  had  a  commitment  and  devotion  to  responsibility  and 
duty  which  set  an  example  for  all  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  and  in  city  government.   His  dedication  was  conspicuous  in 
that  it  distinguished  him  from  so  many  public  servants  in  two 
respects:   He  never  asked  for  public  recognition,  credit  or  notice 
for  anything  accomplished  by  him  in  the  Water  Department,  and  the 
Supervisor  stated  he  could  not  think  of  another  department  head  who 
had  the  loyalty  and  respect  that  Mr.  Kelleher  had  from  employees  in 
his  department.

Committee  Report 

As  Chair  of  the  Planning.  Housing  and  Development  Committee, 
Supervisor  Kopp  presented  the  following  report  of  the  public  hearing 
on  the  Geary  Boulevard  Fast  Food  Moratorium. 

"Those  testifying  in  favor  of  a  proposed  moratorium  on  fast  food 
establishments  on  Geary  Boulevard,  between  17th  and  26th  Avenues 
argued  that  Geary  Boulevard  already  has  problems  with  traffic 
circulation  and  parking;  that  more  fast  food  establishments  will 
increase  those  problems:  that  the  impact  of  additional  such 
establishments  in  this  area  would  be  disastrous  because  of  those 
problems  and  because  of  problems  created  by  noise,  odor,  litter  and 
undesirable  persons  attracted  to  such  places  (such  places  provide  a 
place  to  "hang  out"  late  into  the  night).   It  was  also  argued  that 
such  establishments  should  not  be  permitted  because  the  food  is  not 
nutritious  and  takes  the  place  of  nutritional  foods.   There  was 
testimony  that  such  businesses  are  not  neighborhood-serving 
businesses  and  that  to  allow  them  to  proliferate  will  permit  the 
displacement  of  businesses  that  serve  residents  of  the  area  and  will 
destroy  the  small  community  atmosphere  of  the  area.   It  was  stated 
that  there  are  already  numerous  eating  establishments  on  Geary,  as 
well  as  numerous  financial  institutions  (one  person  said  over  30  in 
this  area) .

"The  controls  should  be  imposed,  it  was  argued,  to  prevent  Geary  from 
becoming  a  row  of  banks  and  fast  food  places.   There  was  testimony 
that  both  residents  and  merchants  support  a  moratorium  on  additional 
fast  food  establishments  in  order  to  preserve  the  character  of  the 
Richmond  District,  which  has  number  of  small  fine  restaurants  which 
are  a  source  of  attraction  for  residents  of  the  City  and  for 
tourists.  It  was  argued  that  to  allow  more  fast  food  places  would 
detract  from  this  area  as  a  tourist  attraction  and  as  an  attraction 
to  the  area  because  of  its  restaurants. 

"Considerable  testimony  focused  on  two  proposed  fast  food 
establishments,  one  at  Geary  and  17th  Avenue  (Burger  King)  and  one 
at  Geary  Boulevard  and  25th  Avenue  (McDonald's).   There  was 
testimony  that  the  corner  at  25th  Avenue  and  Geary  Boulevard  has 
traffic  circulation  problems  and  has  been  the  scene  of  various 
traffic  accidents.   It  was  argued  that  parking  and  traffic  problems 
would  be  greatly  increased  if  a  fast  food  establishment  were  located 
there.   Such  problems  would  also  be  great  because  there  is  at  that 
intersection  a  major  bus  stop.   There  was  also  testimony  that 
traffic  and  parking  problems  would  be  created  by  a  fast  food 
establishment  at  Geary  Boulevard  and  17th  Avenue.   In  additional, 
persons  opposed  these  operations  for  the  reasons  mentioned  above 
with  respect  to  problems  created  by  fast  food  establishments 
generally.   A  petition  opposed  to  McDonald's  at  that  location  had 
been  signed  by  approximately  1,900  persons. 

"Persons  arguing  against  the  proposed  controls  testified  that  fast 
food  establishments  were  beneficial  because  they  provided  low  cost 
food  and  that  such  places  were  especially  needed  by  senior  citizens 
who  would  otherwise  have  no  place  to  go  for  refreshment  and 
socializing  that  they  could  afford.   It  was  also  argued  that  such 
places  provided  jobs  for  youth  and  that  such  jobs  are  greatly 
needed.   Representatives  of  the  proposed  McDonald's  and  of  the 
Department  of  City  Planning  stated  that  it  was  determined  that 
McDonald's  should  not  provide  any  parking  because  a  parking  lot 
would  invite  long  lines  of  cars  waiting  to  get  into  a  limited  number 
of  parking  spaces  and  that  such  lines  would  greatly  disrupt  traffic. 
It  was  argued  that  McDonald's  would  be  geared  to  pedestrian  traffic 
and  that  its  location  next  to  a  major  bus  stop  would  encourage 
pedestrian  use.   It  was  argued  that  McDonald's  makes  major 
contributions  to  charitable  causes  in  the  community.   A  petition  in 
favor  of  having  McDonald's  at  that  location  was  signed  by 
approximately  1,400  persons.   A  representative  for  Burger  King 
argued  that  there  was  sufficient  parking  in  the  area  of  its  proposed 
location  and  that  the  merchants  in  the  area  supported  the 
establishment  of  the  operation  at  17th  Avenue  and  Geary  Boulevard. 
The  City  Planning  Commission  had  conducted  a  hearing  on  these 
proposed  establishments  under  its  power  of  discretionary  review  and 
had  approved  the  permits. 

"The  testimony  did  not  support  the  need  for  a  moratorium  on 
restaurants.

going  on  for  6  or  7  years  and  that  it  was  a  fight  to  get  the  initial 
reduction  from  320  to  160  feet;  that  the  area  has  suffered  damage 
from  development  since  1978;  that  the  area  involves  a  delicate 
balance  of  economics  and  aesthetics;  that  the  area  has  the  highest 
percentage  of  architecturally  significant  buildings  and  is  the  third 
most  popular  tourist  area  in  the  City:  that  these  controls 
acknowledge  the  conflict  between  "need"  and  "profit"  and  provide 
time  to  properly  address  that  conflict:  that  the  census  tract  for 
the  Nob  Hill  area  shows  that  a  majority  of  persons  in  the  area  are 
minority,  that  43%  speak  English  as  a  second  language,  that  only  9% 
have  incomes  over  $50,000.  that  95%  of  the  buildings  are  within  the 
65  foot  height  limit  now,  that  only  23%  of  the  residents  drive  to 
work,  that  over  50%  do  not  have  or  own  automobiles,  and  that 
commonly  there  are  1.2  automobiles  per  resident,  but  in  this  area 
less  than  half  of  the  residents  have  automobiles  (although  later 
there  was  testimony  that  the  census  tract  information  involves  a 
larger  area  than  that  covered  by  the  controls). 

"It  was  argued  that  it  is  necessary  to  place  a  limit  on  height  for  a 
period  of  time  so  that  a  study  could  be  undertaken  in  order  to 
determine  the  permanent  controls  that  should  be  imposed  on  height 
after  there  has  been  time  for  a  planning  study  and  further 
consideration  of  the  issue.   It  was  argued  that  lower  height  limits 
are  needed: 

--to  protect  affordable  housing 

--to  protect  sunlight 

--to  preserve  the  integrity  of  Nob  Hill 

--to  protect  the  area's  general  environment 

--to  prevent  development  that  would  be  an  erosion  of  the  scale 

and  character  of  the  area 
--to  protect  the  unique  topographical  character  of  Nob  Hill 
--to  stop  imminent  development  which  would  overcrowd  the  area 

and  create  excess  traffic 
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"Those  arguing  in  opposition  to  the  proposed  controls  testified  that 
these  controls  will  prevent  the  construction  of  housing:  that  those 
who  want  the  controls  are  trying  to  destroy  reasonable  new 
development:  and  that  such  development  will  provide  taxes,  make  the 
City  solvent  and  benefit  our  whole  society. 

"It  was  also  argued  that  there  should  not  be  one  height  limit  for 
the  area,  but  varying  height  limits.  In  addition,  it  was  argued 
that  two  proposed  developments  should  be  grandfathered. 

"1300  Sacramento  Street.   It  was  argued  that  fairness  and  equity 
require  that  this  proposed  project  be  grandfathered.   An  application 
for  a  conditional  use  was  filed  in  August  of  1980  for  various 
administrative  procedures  over  a  period  of  years.   It  is  now 
proposed  as  a  building  of  130  feet  in  height  for  24  units  of 
housing.   A  negative  declaration  for  that  revised  proposal  was 
published  and  upheld  after  appeal.   The  Planning  Commission  approved 
the  permit  for  that  project  subject  to  a  requirement  that  the 
developer  provide  22  replacement  units  within  close  proximity  to  the 
site.   The  developer  has  provided  for  such  replacement  housing  at 
1635  California  Street.   The  Board  of  Supervisors  affirmed  that 
decision  in  May  of  1982.   Thereafter,  a  lawsuit  was  filed  and  the 
matter  was  remanded  to  the  Planning  Commission  to  clarify  its 
findings  and  conclusions.   In  June  of  1983,  the  Planning  Commission 
determined  that  a  focused  EIR  was  required  for  the  project.   A 
preliminary  EIR  was  submitted  in  September  of  1984.   The  developer, 
his  agents,  and  other  members  of  the  public  argued  that  this  project 
is  the  owner's  dream  home  and  that  it  should  be  grandfathered.   It 
was  argued  that  if  the  height  limit  is  imposed,  that  the  22  units  of 
replacement  housing  would  not  be  built.   Agents  for  the  developer 
stated  that  the  condominium  units  would  sell  for  about  $350,000- 
400,000.   There  was  also  testimony  over  the  prior  tenants  of  the 
building,  with  some  persons  arguing  that  they  were  lower  income 
persons  who  were  evicted  and  with  representatives  of  the  developer 
arguing  that  they  were  provided  moving  and  relocation  assistance. 

"1150  Sacramento  Street.   This  project  is  for  69  condominium  units 
and  a  two-unit  townhouse.   It  would  be  160  feet  in  height.   It  was 
argued  that  the  developer  for  this  proposed  project  has  been  working 
with  the  City  for  ten  years  on  it  and  that  the  Department  of  City 
Planning  has  no  objections  to  it.   It  was  argued  that  in  fairness 
and  equity  this  development  should  be  grandfathered;  that  the 
developer  has  owned  the  land  for  this  project  for  more  than  ten 
years:  and  that  at  all  times  the  code  has  permitted  the  proposed 
development.   It  was  also  stated  that  the  persons  who  were 
testifying  in  favor  of  the  controls  and  in  opposition  to  this 
project  reside  at  1170  Sacramento. 

"Numerous  persons  testified  that  the  controls  should  not  provide  any 
grandfathering. 

"A  number  of  legal  challenges  were  raised  with  respect  to  the 
environmental  evaluation  of  the  proposed  controls.   It  was  argued 
that  the  issuance  of  a  negative  declaration  for  the  controls  should 
not  have  been  upheld  because  there  was  a  dispute  among  experts  over 
the  potentially  adverse  physical  consequences  of  the  proposed 
controls:  that  insufficient  time  had  been  allowed  to  appellants 
challenging  the  negative  declaration  to  consider  amendments  to  the 
negative  declaration:  and  that  insufficient  analysis  of  the 
cumulative  impact  of  the  proposed  controls  had  been  provided  in  the 
negative  declaration."
